GENERAL  GARDENING  INFORMATION

WHEN  TO  PLANT:  The  successful  transplanting  of 
many  kinds  of  ornamental  plants  nan  bo  done  at  any  time 
of  year  in  this  climate . 

Not/- a -days  many  folks  Trent  planting  done  as  soon 
as  a  new  home  is  completed.  Wo  can  give  this  service 
at  any  season  on  all  types  of  plants,  summer  or  winter, 
if  tho  distance  of  the  haul  docs  not  mako  tho  plants 
stay  out  of  the  ground  over  a  day  or  two »  Of  course, 
extra  care  must  be-  taken  in  handling  them  in  summer  and 
all  plants  should  be  dug  with  a  ball  of  earth  on  the  root 
at  that  time.  Wo  guarantee  summer  plantings  the  same 
as  wo  do  those  of  any  other  season. 

The  usual  season,  however,  extends  from  eftor  tho 
first  frost  of  the  fall  until  1 caves  on  shrubs  are  well 
put  in  the  spring.  During  this  dormant  season,  plants 
can  be  shipped  groat  distances  easily,  those  that  lose 
their  leaves  in  the  fall  can  be  moved  without  earth  on 
thoir  roots,  and  therefore  transport  cheaply  end  safclv. 


HOW  TO  PLANT : -  Planting  of  ornamental  plants  can 
bo  successfully  and  easily  done  by  following  those  sim¬ 
ply  directions: 

Preparations : - 

(1)  Mark  off  the  areas  to  be  planted  in  mass os 
of  shrubs,  allowing  ample  room  for, thoir  growth,  and 
tho  locations  of  single  trees  out  in  tho  lawn,  nark¬ 
ing  largo  circle  for  the  latter.  Those  areas  arc 
to  bo  the  plant  bods. 

(2)  Prepare  the  ground  in  tho  beds  as  thorough¬ 
ly  and  as  deeply  as  possible,  similarly  to  preparing 
a  fiold  for  a  crop  except  much  deeper,  as  deep  as  you 
fool  like  going. 

(3)  Replace  subsoil,  mortar,  line,  and  such  for¬ 
eign  materials  in  tho  soil  with  good  garden  topsoil, 
which  is  tho  best  soil  for  all  ordinary  plants.

'(47"  If  the  beds  are  infested  with  tree  -roots, 
have  the  ground  spaded  up  12  to  18  inches  deep,  and 
all  feeding  ‘Toots  removed. 

(5)  Fertilising  may  be  done  as  directed  under 
’’Fertilizing* ” 

(6)  Place  a  stake  where  each  plant  is  to  go* 

Space  them  so  as  to  give  ample  room  for  growth,  but 
close  enough  to  grow  together  for  mass  effect.  Three 
to  four  feet  apart  is  the  usual  distance  for  the  aver¬ 
age  plant,  with  two  feet  being  enough  for  very  dwarf 
and  five  feet  being  required  for  very  large  growers. 

For  clipped  hedge's  8  to  12  inches  apart  and  for  f!  ower- 
ing  hedges  18  inches  to  three  feet  is  used,  depending 
on  variety  of  plant  and  denseness  of  hedge  desired. 

The  stakes  nearest  a  foundation  or  wall  should  be  about 
two  feet  from  it. 


Setting  the  plants:-  With  the  ground  prepared  and  the 
stakes  set,  do  the  following: 

(l)  Dig  the  holes  (where  the  stakes  are)  large 
onough  to  hold  the  roots  of  the  plant  without  crowd¬ 
ing  or  doubling  them  back  and  deep  enough  so.  it  will 
sit  at  the  same  depth  or  an  inch  deeper'  than-  it  was  in 
the  nursery. 


(2)  Unwrap  the  roots  of.  the  plants  that, are  not 

Balled  A  Bur lapped,  sot  them  in  the  holes  and  fill 
level  with  good  soil,  care  being  taken  to  see  that  the 
plant  is  not  too  deep  or  too  shallow.  Fertilising  may 
be  done-  with  this  filling  as  per  directions  in  "Fertili¬ 
zing1'.  With  Balled  A  Burlapped  plants  the  procedure  is 
the  same  except  that  the  burlap  wrapping  is  not-  usually 
removed.  To  attempt  to  do  so  'often  causes  the  ball  of 
earth  to  crack  or  crumble,  which  may  bo  fatal  to  the 


plant.  •

PESTS  d  DISEASES 

There  are  two  classes  of  plant  enemies  s 
insects  a nd  f ung i ,  a ud  they  a r o  k illod  by  the 
use  of  insecticides  and  fungicides. 

Insects 

(1)  The  cliowing,  biting,  or  eating  insects. 
Tho  damage  of  these  is  obvious,  for  oaten  foli¬ 
age  can  be  easily  seen.  Stomach  poisons  arc  the 
remedy,  and  arsenate  of  Load  is  the  usual  one, 
or  else  some  ecmh  inn  tier,  of  arsenic.  Strong 
poisons  like  P-.ris  Given  may  barn  tender  foli- 
ago,  and  should  not  be  used. 

(2)  The  Sucking  Insects.  These  are  the  in¬ 
sidious  little  suckers  that  stick  their  beaks 
through  the  plant  skin  and  suck  the  juices 
from  the  Inside.  Stomach  poisons  cannot  reach

then,  and  so  11  contact11  sprays  or  dusts  must  be 
used  to  burn  them  or  cut  off  their  air.  Nico¬ 
tine  Sulphate (Black  Leaf  kC ) ,  strong  solutions 
of  soap  or  soap  and  kerosene  in  water  are  bad 
for  the  little  Aphids  (plant  lice)  and  other 


summer  suckers . 

For  scale,  which  infests  the  branches  of 
a  plant,  a  strong  contact  spray  of  Lime-Sul¬ 
phur  solution  or  a  good  commercial  uScalecido1? 
applied  in  winter  is  best  treatment. 

For  Rod  Spiders,  inf  intestinal  mites  t  hat- 
suck  the  color  and  life  from  evergreens  and 
other  plants,  a  spray  of  "Volck1'  applied  just 
after  the  new  growth  hardens  in  the  spring, and 
another  in  July,  should  proservo  the  beauty 
and  life  of  evergreens  .  Black  loaf  kG  and  Dus¬ 
ting  Sulphur  arc  also  used. 

(5)  Borers .These  insects  boro  holes  into 
the  wood  of  a  plant.  Gaseous  poisons  can  be 


used  to  kill  the  grubs  in  tho  ground  -in  some 
cases,  but  an  effective  treatment  when  the 'in¬ 
sects  arc  in  the  wood  is  to  gouge  wire  into 
their  holes  and  kill  thorn.  Clean  out  the  holes 
somewhat  and  seal  them  with  a  moisture  proof 
paint  like  shellac.

Pruno  evergreens  (except  those  whose  flowers 
are  attractive)  in  tho  spring  shortly  before  they 
begin  to  grow.  They  will  then  soon  grow  out  and 
hide  any  cut  ends  there  may  be,  whereas  if  the  cut¬ 
ting  is  done  in  the  fall,  tho  cut  appearance  remains 
all  winter, 

(2)  Prune  flowering  shrubs  after  they  bloom. 

If  pruned  before,  blooms  arc  cut  off  in  tho  buds  and 
lost.  Therefore,  Icte  summer  and  fall  flowering 
shrubs  should  be  pruned  in  the  spring  before  they  be¬ 
gin  to  grow,  and  the  spring  and  oarly  summer  flower¬ 
ing  ones  should  bo  cut  immediately  after  the  blooming 
is  done, 

(3)  Certain  shrubs  arc  said  to  need  no  pruning. 
Among  them  are  lilacs,  azaleas,  rhododendrons  and 
their  kin* 

What  to  use,  A  sharp  knife  can  do  most  pruning 
operations.  However,  it  is  often  handier  to  use
